fhis  report  gives  the  Selwyn  House  community 
the  opportunity  to  reflect  proudly  on  its  many 
successes  during  the  last  year  of  the  millennium. 
Our  community  of  dedicated  facult}'  and  staff,  devoted 
parents,  hard-working  students  and  supportive  alumni 
and  friends  continue  to  contribute  to  our  tradition  of 
excellence  and  to  help  Selvvyn  House  provide  relevant 
and  challenging  educational  experiences  for  its  students. 

One  of  the  principal  strengths  of  a  Selwyn  House 
education  lies  in  the  constant  evolution  and 
improvement  of  its  educational  programmes.  In  1998, 
the  School  introduced  two  new  curricular  activities:  the 
Biliteracy  Programme  in  the  Elementary  School  and  the 
Honours  Science  course  in  Grade  1 1.  Both  programmes 
have  been  successfully  implemented  and  have  exceeded 
our  expectations. 
Another  great  strength  of  the  School  is  the  talented  faculty  and  staff  who  make  the  School's 
statement  of  purpose  come  alive  day  in  and  day  out.  The  excellence  of  their  instruction  and 
supervision  inspires  our  students  to  perform  at  top  levels. 

The  structured  and  rigorous  academic  programmes  of  the  School  prepare  our  students  to 
acquire  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  succeed  in  our  global  societ)'.  Our  students  continue 
to  excel  year  after  year.  In  the  1998  Cambridge  International  Comparability  Study,  designed  to 
show  the  relationship  between  school  marks  and  university  performance,  Selwyn  House  students 
performed  at  the  very  highest  level.  At  both  the  Expo-Sciences  and  the  Montreal  Regional  Science 
Fair,  nine  of  our  1 1  teams  won  medals  and  another  won  honourable  mention.  At  the  Canada  First 
Robotics  Competition,  our  robot  won  the  competition,  as  well  as  awards  for  Best  Design  and  Best 
Strategy  among  some  20  robots  from  across  Canada.  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  achievements 
of  our  outstanding  students. 

The  Athletics  Programme  also  is  an  important  part  of  the  Selwyn  House  experience.  At  the 
School,  our  students  are  coached  to  play  well  and  fairly.  As  an  example  of  our  students"  excellent 
conduct  on  the  playing  fields,  Selwyn  House  was  awarded  a  GMAA  Sportsmanship  Award  for  the 
1998-1999  season. 

The  School  was  greatly  saddened  by  the  passing  of  two  of  the  School's  legends  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  we  reflect  on  the  loss  of  Dr.  Byron  Harker  and  Mr.  Edgar  C. 
Moodey.  Dr.  Harker  spent  25  years  teaching  at  Selwyn  House.  His  influence  and  dedication  to  the 
School  and  its  students  will  never  be  forgotten.  Mr.  Moodey,  otherwise  known  as  Moo,  was  a 
faculty  member  for  25  years.  He  will  be  remembered  for  his  rigorous  teaching  and  for  his  integrity. 
Mr.  Moodey  was  awarded  the  Speirs  Medal  in  1985,  and  Dr.  Harker  was  awarded  the  same  honour, 
posthumously,  at  this  year's  Founder's  Day. 

As  we  look  toward  the  new  millennium,  we  can  be  sure  that  our  tradition  of  excellence,  sense  of 
pride  and  community  spirit  over  the  past  91  years  will  continue  as  we  forge  ahead  into  the  future.

Alumni  Relations 

Alumni  relations  is  a  key 
component  of  the 
Development  Office.  Along 
with  the  Old  Boys' 
Association,  which  was 
founded  in  1954,  the  Office 
works  to  build  and  maintain 
ties  between  the  School  and 
Old  Boys.  Over  the  years, 
the  Association  has  grown  to 
establish  branches  in 
Montreal,  Toronto,  Boston, 
and  London,  England. 

The  Old  Boys' 
Association  hosts  two 
Montreal  reunions  annually, 
in  September  and  May. 
When  possible,  reunions  are 
organized  in  other  cities  to 
encourage  Old  Boys  who 
have  relocated  outsitie 
Montreal  to  keep  in  touch, 
both  with  the  School  and 
with  each  other.  Class 
representatives  also  help  in 
the  pursuit  of  strong 
relations  by  contacting  Old 
Boys  for  reunions,  sporting 
events  and  through 
phonathons.

The  Selwyn  House  Association  Board  of  Directors 
consists  of  up  to  16  individuals.  Fifteen  members 
are  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Selwyn  House  Association;  at  least  eight  of  these 
individuals  must  be  Old  Boys.  The  President  of  the  Old  Boys' 
Association  is  a  member  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

The  members  rotate  and  serve  three-year  renewable 
terms.  Vacancies  are  filled  by  the  Nominating  Committee, 
a  board  sub-committee. 

The  mandate  of  the  Board  is  to  determine  policy  and 
strategic  direction,  and  to  provide  the  means  by  which  the 
School  can  successfuUy  accomplish  its  goals. 


Board  Members  support  and  strengthen  the  School. 
They  provide  counsel,  keep  the  Headmaster  informed  on 
matters  of  interest,  act  as  ambassadors  of  the  School  and 
assist  in  capital  campaigns. 

Board  members  sit  on  committees,  of  which  there  are  12. 
These  committees  address  a  variety  of  issues,  including 
academics,  athletics,  finance,  marketing  and  scholarships 
to  name  a  few.  Additional  committee  members  may 
include  the  Headmaster,  faculty  members,  former  board 
members  and  other  members  of  the  School  community.

The  Lucas  Fund 


The  Lucas  Fund's  primary  goal  is  to  permit  the 
School  to  engage  in  propert)'  improvements  and 
the  purchase  of  equipment  of  a  capital  nature, 
which  are  not  covered  by  government  grants 
and  tuition  fees. 

Under  the  law,  the  School  may  charge  in  tuition  fees 
only  50%  of  what  it  receives  from  the  government  by  way 
of  grants.  To  continue  providing  the  standard  ot 
instruction  and  programmes  at  Selwyn  House,  the  School, 
therefore,  established  the  Lucas  Fund.

The  Veritas  Fund, 
originally  called 
the  Endowment 
Fund,  was 
established,  in  part,  to  ensure 
the  School's  continued 
viability  in  the  event  that 
government  grants  were 
withdrawn.  As  well,  the 
Veritas  Fimd  was  established 
to  provide  scholarships  and 
financial  aid  so  that  worthy 
students  could  consider  an 
education  at  Selwyn  House. 
Currently,  the  priorities 
of  the  Veritas  Fund  are  to 
increase  scholarship  and 
financial-aid  hinds,  to 
enhance  and  maintain  the 
School's  technology,  and  to 


establish  and  maintain  funds 
for  on-going  professional 
development. 

Should  donors  wish  to 
designate  some  other  specific 
use  for  their  donation,  they 
may  do  so. 

The  Veritas  Fund, 
through  the  Annual  Giving 
Campaign,  helps  the 
School  maintain  the  quality 
of  its  programmes. 

The  School  looks  to  its 
community  to  help  bridge 
the  gap  between  the  real  cost 
of  qualit)'  instruction  and 
reasonable  tuition  fees  in 
order  to  maintain  the 
highest  quality  of  education.
